If  your  office  wants  OCR  to  fund 
the  translation  under  this  contract,  OCR  and  the  Office  of  Public  Affairs  will  have  to 
ensure  that  it  is  something  that  would  be  covered  under  the  umbrella  of  the 
Executive  Order  13166.  Additionally,  if  the  document  is  going  to  be  distributed  to 
the  public,  your  respective  product  review  officer  will  have  to  have  approved  the 
final  version  and  you  will  need  to  ensure  that  the  box  is  checked  on  the  form.

Here’s  a rough  translation  of  initial  inquiry  from  Baja  California: 


I... request  information  regarding  the  spill  of  acidic  and  toxic  solution  that  was 
present  in  the  Animas  River  and  flowed  into  the  river  San  Juan  and  Colorado  rivers. 
In  Mexicali  we  are  concerned  and  the  State  Congress  asks  for  information,  given 
that  there  have  been  complaints  regarding  probable  mercury  pollution  in  the  Sea  of 
Cortez. 


I would  propose  responding  along  the  following  lines: 


EPA  collected  water  and  sediment  samples  from  Lake  Powell  near  the  inlet  of  the 
San  Juan  River.  Given  the  recent  sampling  results  of  reduced  metals  in  the  plume, 
EPA  expects  no  significant  impacts  to  Lake  Powell,  or  points  further  downstream, 
associated  with  the  Gold  King  Mine  release. 


Most  mercury  surface  water  results  for  Regions  8,  6 and  9 did  not  detect  mercury.  Also,  all 
but  one  sample  at  one  Colorado  location  that  detected  mercury  were  below  the  most
